The Broncho, a 7 -y ear old daug hter 
of Storm Oliff, owned by Bob Adams 
of Dix on, and driv en by her trainer, 
Charlie Dean of Palatine, p aced two 
heats a t th e W est Chicag o D riv ing 
club track Saturday , each in 2:06 * 
knocking a quarter of a second from 
her own reoord,} c uttin g two and three- 
quarter seoonds from Sby lock’s track 
mark, and reg istering not only the 
fastest tim e any where of the season, 
but also hang ing up a half mile h ar­ 
ness record for the sta te of Illinois. 
Ail of th is was accomp lished by T he 
Broncho in the free-for-all p ace, in 
which C itation, also a g ood mare, was 
th e Dix on p acer’s only op p onent 
The m anag em ent took g reat p ains to 
announce to the crowd Friday th a t 
Sby lock, Hazel Patch, and Schermer- 
horn would p ositiv ely enter th e race.

father of Bishop Polk of Louisiana 
(afterw ard a no table lieutenant gen­ 
eral in the Co nfederate service i, to go 
to Chapel Hill, the seat of the uni- 
. versity. and by his precept and ex am ­ 
ple stam p out dueling. 
Colonel Polk 
: w ent and talked to the students in 
such a way that duels ended there. 
Perhaps the m ost interesting of all 
the fatal duels in the state w as th at 
between 
Governor 
Richard 
Dobbs 
Speight and Jo hn Stanley. 
This was 
fo ught in the center of the bistori<* 
| town of Newberu in 1S0G. 
Xewbern 
| was the most aristo cratic place in the 
state. 
It had been for years the seat 
! of the royal governm ent and fo r a con­ 
siderable tim e of the state go vernm ent 
under the federal co nstitutio n. 
The 
! duel w as the result of one of the in­ 
tensely bitter and prolonged political 
1 co ntroversies which m arked th a t pe­ 
riod. 
The 
challenge 
w as 
sent 
by 
Speight, and Stanley, ex ercising the 
right of tho person challenged, chose 
pistols as the weapons. The place cho­ 
sen w as u lawn under same noble elms 
in the rear of the Masonic lodge, and 
it is one o f the strange facts th a t com­ 
plete publicity w as given to the affair 
and that uot the least effort w as made 
to stop it. 
In fact, a num ber of prorni- 
t nent persons w itnessed it. 
The friends of Stanley pleaded for a 
reconciliation, not only before the duel, 
hut while it w as in progress. A fter th * 
first ex change of shots, which w as in­ 
effectual, the friends of Stanley urged 
Governor Speight to end the m atter 
and renew the old friendship, but he 
refused, and so five tim es these men 
took aim a t each o ther and ex changed 
shots. 
At the fifth shot Governor 
Speight raised his hands, staggered 
and fell, death resulting In a few mo­ 
ments. 
Governor Speight and Stanley 
were aristo crats of the highest type. 
Speight had twice been governor. A 
son of Stanley becam e governor of the 
state of California. Members of both 
fam ilies yet live in the state. Another 
son of Stanley becam e prom inent dur­ 
ing the civil w ar l>ecuuse of his ap­ 
po intm ent by 
President Lincoln as 
governor of North Carolina. Of course 
he could be in charge of only th a t part 
of the state which w as under federal 
control—nam ely, abo ut fifteen coun­ 
ties, with Newberu as the capital, the 
Federals having oecupinl the latter 
city in the sum m er of 18 62. 
A bro ther of Jo hn Stanley figured in 
ano ther duel, also at Newberu. 
This 
was W right Stanley, and his antago ­ 
nist w as Louis D, Henry. The latter 
w as a man of great talent and very 
m arked personal beauty, who in later 
years becam e atto rney general. At the 
tim e of the duel Stanley and H enry 
were quite young and ranked among 
the leading beaux of North Carolina. 
The duel grew out of a trifle. A t a tea 
party at which several young ladies 
were present H enry carelessly flipped 
with his thum b and forefinger a bit of 
biscuit across the table and into Stan­ 
ley's cup of coffee. Stanley w as deep­ 
ly offend i'd, colored higb, rose from tbe 
table, but resumed his seat and a little 
later in the evening sent a challenge to 
Henry. 
This w as a t once accepted, 
and the details w ere arranged the nex t 
day. In this m eeting Stanley w as shot 
dead and Henry lost a finger of the 
left hand, which w as cut off by the 
heavy 
bullet 
from 
Stanley’s pistol. 
Stanley’s second w as George E. Badg 
er of Raleigh, who m any years afte r­ 
ward w as United States senato r and 
who w as one of the greatest 
men 
North Carolina 
has ever produced. 
When Badger left the senate th e latter 
adopted resolutions of regret. 
It is 
said th a t it was the only tim e such a 
thing w as ever done. 


W ashington, fought a duel abo ut 18r*0. 
They w ent up the river near the town 
a little after daw n and fought with 
double barrel sho tguns 
K ennedy w as 
killed at the first shot. The affair gr<'w 
out of politics. 
Both men used buck­ 
shot. and K ennedy was terribly m an­ 
gled 
Some sho t grazed S ntterthw aite’s 
shoulder. 
Dr. Daniel E. Johnson and Thom as 
S. Jones, both o f the quaint little town 
of H ertfo rd, 
in 
no rtheastern 
North 
Carolina, went out of the state to fight, 
their quarrel gro w ing out o f some do­ 
m estic tro ubles. 
They faced each o th­ 
er w ith revolvers a t the bloody spot at 
Blndensburg, iu M aryland, long known 
as the natio nal dueling ground. 
Jo hn­ 
son was shot through the bead at the 
first ex change o f shots. 
In the w estern part of the state there 
have been ex trem ely few duels, the 
m ountain people having little relish 
fo r th a t so rt of business. 
There were, 
however, at least two duels early in 
the last century, in which the old fash­ 
ioned long barrel deer rifles w ere used. 
In one case there w as n duel with pis­ 
tols between Dr. Jam es Vance of Bun­ 
combe county, an uncle of the noted 
governor and U nited States senator, 
Zebulon Baird Vance, and Samuel P. 
Carson, iu which the latter w as wound­ 
ed, but not seriously. 
The duelists at 
once m ade friends, and the m atter end­ 
ed happily.

Aeronaut S t. John, who has been at 
Harlem Park, Rockford,

chute drops each evening, had an ex ­ 
perience Saturday evening th a t he 
will remember for a longtim e. While 
two hundred feet in the air the bal­ 
loon burst, and for a long tim e the 
aeronaut could not release the para­ 
chute aud was whirled and swung in 
the air in a manner th a t caused the 
spectators who looked on to close 
their ey*>, they ex pecting every min­ 
ute to sie him thrown from 
the 
trapese * id fall to the ground.
